RH National Service 
Life Insurance is available 
only to veterans separated 
from Service after April 
24, 1951, who have been 
rated by the VA as having 
4 service-connected dis- 
ability. 

After the rating is es- 
tablished, VA insurance of- 
fices in Philadelphia or St, 
Faul inform each veteran 
that he is entitled to apply 
for low cost RH insurance, 

Applications must be 
submitted within one year 
from the date the disability 
is established, 

The VA emphasized that 
veterans who receive dis- 
ability ratings may apply 
for RH insurance whether 
or not they converted their 
Servicemen’s Group Life 
Insurance (SGLI) to a pri- 
vate policy after they got 
out of military service, 

Even if the veteran con- 
verted his SGLI policy, the 
VA encourages him -- if 
he can afford to do so -- 
to apply for the RH insur- 
ance, 

RH anda converted SGLI 
policy offer disabled vet- 
erans an opportunity to 
carry $20,000 insurance at 
standard premiums, Many 
could not qualify for other 
jnsurance or could do so 


only at increased pre- 
miums, 
Disabled veterans are 


urged to get additional in- 
formation from their local 
YA office as soon as poss- 
ible after receiving a dis- 
ability rating from the VA.

ROTATIONS 

I heard a few days ago

ing a champion even more 
than one time, One thing 
that he told me that sticks 
in my mind is that he said, 


here and there on the con- 
crete patio, 

And--unless a little ac- 
tion is taken--the stains 
will stay and stay and stay. 

It’ll take more than just 
a few winter rains to get 
rid of these spots, 

You can use an absorb- 
ent such as Fuller’s earth 


or lime. This acts as a 
blotter and may remove 
stains without further 


treatment, Simply sprink- 
le it on, leave it awhile 
and sweep it up. 

If this doesn’t work, try 
hosing down the patio with 
clean water. This saturates 
the concrete and serves as 
a seal to prevent dirty wa- 
ter from soaking in. 

Scrub with a stiff broom 
dipped in thick detergent 
suds remembering, to put 
a little muscle into your 
scrubbing, Hose the patio 
again to rinse. 

If you still have grease, 
don’t give up, There’s one 
more trick to go. 

Sprinkle dishwater de- 
tergent on the wet con- 
crete, Let it stand a few 
minutes and rinse with a 
kettle of boiling water. 


POTATOES 

Need baked potatoes in 
a hurry? Here is the an- 
swer. To shorten cooking 
time of baked potatoes boil 
them first for four minutes 
before placing them in the 
oven, 

By the way, if you have 
an onion odor on your hands 
rub salt on them and the 
odor will disappear. 


CAMELITA 

A white cottony mass on 
the under-surface of cam- 
ellia leaves signals danger. 
To gardeners this is a 
sign of tea scale, the most 
destructive pest to Alaba- 
ma’s state flower. 

Extension specialist in 
entomology, Ray Leaper, 
recommends treating with 
white oil emulsion spray 
during mild weather. These 
sprays can be harmful to 
the camellia if the temper- 
ature goes above 85 de- 
grees or drops to around 
40 degrees immediately af- 
ter application, 

Use three tablespoons 
of white oil emulsion for 
each gallon of water and 
apply thoroughly to, both 
sides of the leaf, 

Leeper adds that plant 
systemic insecticies, such 
as Dimethoate or Granular 
two percent Disyston, are 
also effective. Apply as 
directed on the container’s 
label and water the plants 
thoroughly once a week,

ROTATE PASTURE 

The best way toimprove 
a skimpy pasture sod is to 
turn the grass and grow 
two or more crops of an- 
nuals before reseeding to 
grass, Of course, this 
should be done only where 
erosion will not be a prob- 
lem, 

Suitable annuals to use 
following grass are small 
grain, corn, peanuts, or 
grain sorghum, 

In addition to getting 
lime and fertilizer mixed 
in the soil, this rotation 
helps break the disease, 
insect and weed cycles, 

Bruce Penuel of the Cool 
Springs Community has a 
20-acre field of bahia grass 
that has become infested 
with prickly pear. He is 
planning to plow up the 
bahia and plant the field 
to peanuts next year. This 
should destroy the prickly 
pear and leave the land in 
good condition to plant back 
to grass, Two years of 
peanuts would do even bet- 
ter.

In July of this year re- 
tail sales in Coffee County 
increased 27.3% over the 
same period of last year, 

leading the list of in- 
creased sales was the auto- 
mobile business with a 
whooping 55.4% increase, 
followed by the furniture 
business with a 30% in- 
crease in sales, Gas sta- 
tions increased their sales 
by 25.1% and the lumber 
and building materials in- 
creased 19,49, 

The only retail business 
in Coffee County showing 
decreases were general 
stores with a 0.4% loss 
and drug stores with 3.4% 
loss over July of 1967 

The increase of the 
automobile sales in Coffee 
County was greater than 
the increase in any other 
county even though only one 
reporting Alabama county 
recorded a loss. 

The report covered 34 
Alabama counties and Cof- 
fee County equaled or bet- 
tered the statewide average 
in every field except drug 


stores and eating places.
